in other provinces, Thus, when the work 
wis completed and received official sanc- 
tion, it would be a standard for all scholars 
to follow. Wo venture to sugzest that 
there is no time like tho present fur mabing 
such a Dictionary,

We cannot at the same time see the reason- 
ablaness of forbidding the slaughter of pigs, 
sheep, ducks, and fowls, which are fed for 
no other purpose but io be eaten, We might 
just 25 well stop killing and eating tigers, 
leopards, and wolves. It is different with 
hommes and oxen which do us service in their 
life, and should have decent burial when 
they die. But, on the whole, a benero- 
lent government of mon consistently main- 
tained is the best means cf securing an- 
wer to prayer for rain. . 

Tho Shih-pao has come to the conclusion 
that dragons do not exist now. They must 
have become extinct in ancient times.
